London, Sept. 30. — FolloAviug Turkey's disregard of 


a warning that Tripoli would be bombarded if it failed to 
surrender by 6 o'clock tonight, it is reported here that 
Italian battleships have opened fire on the city. Confir- 
mation is lacking.

Milan, Sept. 30.—Italy faces a revolution at home 


as a result of her conquest 'of Tripoli. The situation is al- 
ready out of the hands of the authorities and in many 
centers an anti-military riots are rapidly increasing in 
intensity. The Socialists are behind the anti-war move- 
ment. The kini>- has made a threat of martial law 
throughout the country. 


London, Sept. 30.—Three hundred thousand pounds 


(approximately $1,500.000) was withdrawn from 
Bank of England today for shipment to Turkey.

rope today that she will submit to no more losses in ter- 
ritory without a desperate struggle. The Turks ignored 
all suggestions from the European powers to yiclcL Tho 
sentiment in Turkey is shown by a proclamation issued 
today stating: 
"The Ottoman nation prefers death to dishonor, and 


if it must perish it is proposed to go down in a war in 
which all Europe will be involved."

Following the exchange of a few shots between 
Italian ships at Tripoli and the Turkish shore men, the 
Italians today resumed the landing of men. Troops are 
being landed on cither side o f the city.

Turkish commander. When taken to 
him he formally announced that the 
Italian fleet had been ordered to oc- 
cupy the town. He therefore demand- 
ed the instant surrender of the whole 
Turkish garrison. The Turkish com- 
inader replied that he was una\)le to 
comply with the 
demand and em- 


phatically refused to surrender.

around the Italian officer and cheer- 
ed him enthusiastically. ' The boat 
then returned to the destroyer, which 
rejoined the fleet.

ceedure Is nothing more or less than 
murder. We know the moral law says 
"Thou Shalt not kill!" Are we prepared 
to abrogate the law of God arid substl

mately 90,000 miles of 
highways, 


50,000 miles of rural free 
delivery 


routes, 8000 miles of roads which 
would fit into an inter-county sys- 
tem.

purposes. According to the commis- 
sioner better roads would be a step 
for .the advancement .of education by 
permitting the children of farmers 10 
attend school during rainy and mud- 
dy weather. 
"Under the present law the state 


is permitted to become bonded to the 
extent of $750,000 for all purposes," 
Mr. Marker said, "but this should be 
raised much higher by the constitu- 
tional convention.

every one-to elect candidates pledged

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CONSTRUCTION OF FORMS FOR CONCRETE 


S 


INCE freshly mixed concrete is a plastic 


material, forms of some kind are neces- 


lary to hold It In place and In shape until the 
fement sets up and the concrete becomes 
bard. Lumber, though expensive, is the ma- 
terial most commonly used. 
By exercising 


his natural ingenuity and customary care 
in the matter of construction of forms, the 


when the forms are first fllled with concrete. 
This does not mean that very heavy siding 
is necessary. In fact, one-inch boards are 
usually sufficiently strong. The bulging may 
be prevented by setting 2 by 4 inch studding 
from 20 to 30 inches apart, according to the 
thickness of siding boards or sheathing used. 


The thourhtless cutting of boards into 


may -without inconvenience be allowed to 
project above the top of the siding. Nor does 
It need to be sharpened (and later battered 
up at the other end) for driving into the 
ground. There is a quicker, easier and 
cheaper way. 
Set the ends of the studding 


on the ground, and hold them in their proper 
position by a timber, called a liner, lying on 
the ground against them; or "toe-nail" the 
ends of the studding to a plate which will 
serve the same purposes. Stakes driven Into 
the ground and against the plates or liners 
will fix them firmly in place. The studding 
may be held plumb by bracing it with odds 
and ends running from the top to stakes 
driven Into the ground a few feet away from 
the form. If the forms are so high and will 
be filled so rapidly as to render possible the 
springing of the studding, tie the opposite 
pieces together by means of bailing or other 


yond the corners. This saving cannot always 
be affected with the inner wall, yet odd pieces 
of boards may often be used in such a way 
as to prevent useless cutting. In nailing on 
the. siding, arrange the boards so that all 
end "joints will not be made on the same up- 
right. If the lumber is crooked, draw the 
boards together so as to prevent cracks. 
Since the siding is generally between the 
studding and the concrete, heavy nailing is 
not needed to hold it in place until the con- 
crete comes against It. Often cleats, clamps 
or screws are used to save the lumber and to 
render easier the removal of the forms. The 
forms should always be planned with this 
end in view. In placing the concrete avoid 
unnecessary lifting by leaving off a few of 
the boards at the top of the form until they 
are needed. However, if chips or blocks fall 
inside the forms, carefully remove them be-

farmer has built-so cheaply of concrete that 
his cost statements are frequently doubted 
by the builder in the city. Much of the work 
done on -t"->e farm requires almost no forms 
at all. In this class are walks, floors in build- 
ings and feeding floors. 


The first requisite Of good forms is that 


they should be tight so that the liquid cement 
may not run out between the cracks, cause 
pockets or hollows and thus ruin the looks of 
the work aa well as decrease its strength. 
Consequently straight boards are most de- 
sirable 
unless 
one chooses to fill gaping 


cracks with stiff clay and tack strips^ over 
them. Dressed lumber Is usually straightest 
and yields a neater finish to the concrete. 
But for ordinary purposes rough lumber is 
sufficiently good. Naturally the siding must 
be stiff enough not to bulge out of shape 


short lengths means a waste of lumber and a 
useless increase in the cost of concrete. Un- 
necessary nailing not only calls for more 
nails, but ado's to the difficulty of removing 
and the danger of splitting and ruining the 
boards. The reason that concrete is so un- 
usually cheap for the farmer is that he plans 
his forms to spoil as little lumber as possible 
and he finds a use for all of the lumber after 
it has" served to hold the concrete in place. 
In this way the material for forms costs 
practically nothing. 


Most concrete work on the farm is built 


in what is known as the box form, -which, 
with variations, consists of one box -within 
another between which the concrete walla 
are molded. Such forms are used especiaUv 
for walls of buildings, tanks and troughs. 
Ordinarily the studding need not be cut in 
lengths equal to the height of the wall; it

pliable -wire passed through the joints in the 
siding. 
Space the forms at the top by means 


of cross cleats. 


For the outside wall of box forms boards 


of full length need not be cut at all. 
The 


extra length may be allowed to extend be- 


fore proceeding with the work. 


See that the forms ar» lined up properly 


before beginning to fill them, as they must 
not be disturbed after the concrete is in 
place. 


If new forms aro wet before the concrete 


is placed, and allowed to remain In position 
until it has thoroughly set, bits qf concrete 
will seldom stick to them. For very particu- 
lar work, or where forms are to be used more 
than once, It is advisable to coat them, pre- 
vious to erection, with soft soap or oil. Lin- 
seed, black or cylinder oil Is suitable, but 
kerosene Is not good. Upon taking down 


It frequently happens that very wet con-' 


Crete cannot be used. To make a drier mix 
dense and strong, tamp or ram it into place 
with a heavy -wooden or Iron tamper.

In a way the successful making of hay 


and concrete are very much alike—both must 
be well' cured. Exposed surfaces of freshly;

the forms Immediately clean off all bits of 
concrete clinging to them. For this purpose 
a short-handled hoe Is convenient, but it 
must be used with care so as not to gouge the 
wood. 


All other things being equal, the strength 


of concrete is dependent upon its density or 
compactness. 
Where possible, the easiest 


way to render concrete dense is ' by mixing 
and placing it wet 
For very wet concrete 


the forms must be tight so that the liquid 
cement cannot escape. To give a neat finish 
to the surfaces, which will later be exposed, 
force the larger stones back from the out- 
side by running a straight spade or a wooden 
paddle down in the concrete next to the wall 
forms and working it back and forth. 


placed concrete should be shaded to protect 
them, from rain, dust and the hot rays of tha 
sun. Freezing injures freshly placed con- 
crete. Hot water and salt are sometimes used 
to counteract the frost action, but on tha 
whole It is better to attempt no outside work 
In winter. During the early months of spring 
and fall see that no frozen sand, gravel or 
rock Is used in the work. In summer ordi- 
nary forms of wsJls supporting no loads may 
t. removed after the concrete is three days 
old, 
but in cooler weather they should not 


be touched short of five days. 


It is the attention to the details which 


makes farmlr

work. 


THE SILO, AND/A SUBSTITUTE

THE shortage in the hay crop in Minne- 


sota in 1310 and 1911 is proving a great 


stimulus to the erection of silos. It is also 
aavlng the desirable effect of increasing the 
jcreage of corn. 
With a good acreage of 


:orn, and silos to store it in, the shortage in 
the hay crop, from the standpoint of feed- 
Ing the stock 01 the farm, is not serlous.- 


A safe policy for the-management of our 


tarnis must provide a good acreage ofshay 
and pasture, a good acreage of corn and 
irnple silo capacity. 
With a good supply of 


.silage left over from the preceding winter's 
Seeding the drought and temporary shortage 
in pasturage is not serious to the stock 
raiser. 
•• With ample silo capacity and 
a 


good acreage of corn, a shortage in the hay 
crop need not worry the stock raiser, be- 
cause he can put In the silo enough of his 
corn crop to take care of his stock. 
It is 


desirable, however, to plan for a reasonable 
acreage of pasttire and hay; because of the 
great value of these crops in clea.nng land 
and maintaining In it a reasonable supply 
af vegetable matter. 


If one has not a silo, fodder corn—that 


Is. corn sowed thickly and cured in the 
Bhoc.v in the field—makes a most excellent 
subsume for hay. 
In fact, it is a very 


valurble adjunct to the live-stock ration, 
even though there may be plenty of hay 
available.

GRASSES FOR WET LAND 


BY A. M. TEN EYCK, 


Kansas Experiment Station. 
THE wild marsh grasses can scarcely be 


improved upon in the slough and in poor- 


ly dialned areas. Consequen^y the breaking 
of v, et land is often a doubtful Investment 
unless such land can be well drained and re- 
claimed from its swampy condition. 
How- 


ever, there is much low land now in cultiva- 
tion which is not swampy, but which is 
often too wet to till because it is frequently, 
flooded by heavy rains or by the overflow of 
streams 
Such land may well be seeded iff 


grass and profitably kept either for pasture 
or for meadow. Grasses are great lovers of 
moisture, and all the more valuable domestic 
grasse'0 '•hrive best on well-watered land. 
Certain varieties are better adapated than 
others to wet lands. Chief among these is 
common redtop, which is valuable both for 
meadow and for pasture. Timothy and red- 
top are usually sown together for meadow, 
and fo- - iture other grasses may well be 
included—meadow fescue, orchard grass and 
Kentucky bluegrass 
Alsike clover is better 


adapted to wet lands than are other clo- 


•v ers. When possible alsike should be sown 
with redtop to improve the quality of the 
foll.irro and to Increase the permanency and 
productiveness of the pasture or meadow. 


BE READY TO FILL THE SILO 
J 


T IS well to have everything in readiness 


for filling the silo early in August. It Is 


much better to be a month too early than a 
week too lato. 
A drought may come, and 


in order to save the corn crop It will have 
to be put in the silo 
An early frost may 


come and if everything is in readiness the 
ensilage can be made 
If, however, it will 


take several days to prepare after the frost, 
and especially if another one follows with 
some severity, the corn will be greatly dam- 
aged. 
From the farm- management stand- 


point It is alwajs better to have things all 
ready long before they are needed. It doesn't 
take any more time to see that the knives 
of the cutter are sharpened, and that the 
binder is In good working order at one 
period than at another, and It may mean a 
good many dollars to the farmer. No money 
is saved In filling by attempting to get along 
with too little help. Filling the silo at the 
best is rather heavy xvork, and, as a rule 
farmers do not like that part of it which 
demands the handling of heavy bundles of 
corn. If teams and men enough are on hand 
to complete the work in a short time, less 
trouble \vill be experienced In getting help. 


LEVEL VS. HILLING 


L 


EVEL cultivation is a much better style 


than hilling up, except where t the land 


is Inclined to be too -wet Even the b'elief 
that throwing dirt to the corn helps it to 
stand up straight is not well founded. Hill- 
Ing is one of the very best ways to encourage 
washing of the soil, which Is the bane of hilly 
countries. For this reason many 
careful 


farmers will not plant corn on hill land, but 
if level cultivation is adopted it will be found 
that washing is no,t the danger that it was 
under the old system. Not only will the soil 
wash more readily with furrows, but the fall- 
ing rain water will drain into them and rap- 
idly run off before it has had a chance to 
soak down the roots of the crop. This scour- 
ing off of the loose soil leaves the ground 
worn down to a hard surface that becomes 
very hard when exposed to a hot sun. Such 
a surface is calculated to encourage the es- 
cape of the water from the subsoil in the 
quickest possible way and thus such a tilled 
crop not only fails to get a proper share of 
the rainfall, but suffers the greatest loss of 
what water the soil has managed to absorb. 


THE FANNING MILL 


TC* XPERIMENTS at the Kansas station 
•*-'' show that It pays to use the fanning mill 
in grading wheat for seed. Even if the seed 
be clean, that Is, clean with respect to such 
foreign matter as weed seed and chaff, the 
elimination of small, shriveled, undeveloped 
kernels and injured kernels, will warrant its 
use. Unless the fanning mill or some other 
means as'effective be used to clean the grain 
' that is to be put Into the 'ground, it will be 
Impossible to know how much of that planted 
will germinate and grow. It will also be im- 
possible to determine when sufficient seed is 
being sown to produce a 100 per cent stand. 


Experiments to determine the relative 


germinating power of kernels of different 
density and size show that the large kernels 
are not, necessarily, the most prolific ones. 
Rather, it was found that kernels of 
the 


greatest density, rather than greatest in size, 
were the ones that grew best. In other words, 
a small, plump, substantial-looking kernel 
may produce a stronger plant than a large, 
soft kernel tof the same variety.

EEDING shelled corn to fattening cattle 


is always attended with some waste. 


Under farm conditions not a little corn is 
thrown out of the trough and scattered about 
by the eattle themselves. 
A considerable 


portion, depending upon the condition of the 
cattle and the amount of corn fed, passes 
through the alimentary canal undigested. 
These two sources of waste are sufficient to 
materially affect tha economic returns from 
fattening ^' 
'. Tt Is a universal practice 


in the cattle-feeding districts under such cir- 
cumstances to follow cattle with hogs. The 
amount of pork produced In this way Is a 
very material item in the profits resulting 
from fattening cattle. 
The amount of pork 


produced varies widelv. It Is affected by the 
amount of grain fed to the cattle, by the kind 
of supplement used with the corn, by the 
season and by the number of hogs following. 


The waste is smaller from cattle fed only 


so much gram as is consumed promptly, and 
tlio amount of pork produced, therefore. Is 
less. Wheie the cattle are fed in excess of 
the amount of grain which they will consume 
within o short time after feeding, the waste 
Is greater and the amount of pork produced 
is consequently larger. 
Undoubtedly other 


conditions affect the amount of pork pro- 


of rural and economic conditions at this time 
is the automobile. 
This vehicle eliminates 


isolation, makes neighboring places quickly 
accessible, conserves the team that previ- 
ously had to be used for trips to town and 
elsewhere, and saves the time of both team 
and driver, which means money saved, and 
money saved is as good as earned.

friends.

Oklahoma, Nebraska, 
Missouri and 


Iowa, and noting that it was from the farm- 
ers that the most orders xvore coming. 


Obviously, there are few. if any, who 


have more or better reasons for employing 
the auto than the farmer. 
Instead of the 


slow, tiresome trip to town in the jolting, 
nerve-wrecking "lumber" wagon, 
with 
a 


jaded and overworked team, or even the 
spring wagon or carriage and pair of fresh 
roaSsters, the automobile makes the journey 
quickly, with comfort, 
leaving the team 


available for use at home, which is extreme- 
ly important, e&pecially in those seasons of 
the year when horse power is most needed. 
When farm affairs are pressing, the neces- 
sary trips may be taken with the auto after 
the day's work is done, and as recreation. 
In 
innumerable ways 
it may add to the 


economies and pleasure of farm life. It wi'l 
carry the milk to the. creamery, take tho 
women 
shopping, haul minor 
produce to 


market, bring home supplies, and on Sun- 
days, while teams are resting, tho until intr 
auto may whisk the family to church or to 
neighbors or distant friends. 
Dunne IIT-- 


ve.st, when there is a breakdown In the ma- 
chinery (and what farmer does not have 
breakdowns in course of a season9) tlio au- 
tomobile quickly brings tho necessary <\rras 
or repairs and work goes on, with little loss 
from delays. Otherwise accidents in h.irvr- t 
time might in some instances entail hun- 
dreds of dollars of loss, for tho utih/ation 
of every moment of favorable weather counts 


does not supplant the hoise; far from it. 
However 
Incredible it may seem, its in- 


creased use has in no way detracted from the 
prosperity of the horse industry. 
It is of 


record that the demand for good horses is 
stronger than ever, prices rule higher now 
than for years, and their breeding and rear-

BERMUDA GRASS LAWN 


W 


HERE neither blue grass nor white clo- 


ver can be grown successfully Bermuda 


is one of the very best grasses for a lawn. 
It will thrive on almost any kind of, soil or 
exposure, yet it does best on land with a 
slight slope to the south or east. In the 
course of one year the Bermuda will form 
a" compact sod. The roots should be planted 
either in the spring or fall. 
They may be 


scattered broadcast over the 
land 
before 


plowing or may be planted in rows about 
two feet apart and by fall will have covered 
the ground. The lawn should be mowed 
several times during the summer or grazed 
in order to keep down weeds that would 
otherwise shade the Bermuda and check its 
growth to some extent. Bermuda is a per- 
ennial and spreads rapidly from long creep- 
ing and branching stolons. It does not pro- 
duce seed In the south and is therefore gen- 
erally propagated by roots. 


EROSION OF THE SOIL 


E 


ROSION is caused by the cutting away 
of trees. After the forests are cleared 


on lands that exceed 10 per cent slope, culti- 
vation does not go on long before erosion 
sets in. If this remains unchecked the soil 
will soon be removed and fertility gone. 


When lands are wooded they never gully 


because the foliage of the trees forms a 
storage place from which water drips slowly 
to the ground for a considerable time after 
each rain. Then the complex layer of brush, 
leaves, weeds, moss and vines In varying 
stages of decay, becomes filled with moisture 
from each heavy rain and holds It for a con- 
siderable time. The surplus water so stored 
contlmies to be absorbed by 
the 
upper 


humus-filled layers of earth. The tempera- 
ture Is lower and the air is more humid in 
the forest than in the open, and snow lies 
there much longer. 


PROVIDING SOILING CROPS 


are many intelligent farmers who 


•*- 
are providing a succession 
of 
fresh 


soiling crops and using them,to great advan- 
tage in helping our short pastures. "But." 
says Professor Frazer of the Illinois station, 
"there is necessarily much labor attached 
to preparing the ground, planting, raising and 
harvesting the common crops used for this 
purpose. There is usually much loss in being 
obliged to feed these crops before they are 
mature and after they are overripe. And for 
the farmer who can make the larger invest- 
ment the most practical way of all to pro- 
vide green feed for summer drought is to 
nil a silo with corn. It not only saves the 
labor and inconvenience in the putting in 
ami cultivation of small patches of different 
kind of crops, but also in harvesting from 
flay to clay In a busy season of the year.

"The Red Cross Seal this year will 
be from a new design drawn by an 
artist in Washington', D. C. 
Every 


effort has been made to get as tar 
away from the conventional design 
of stamps and. seals as possible. The 
new seal will -depict a very 
pretty 


winter scene. 
In the lower right- 


hand corner will appear a snow-cov- 
ered house, with, a- pine tree, 
also 


snow-covered, in the foreground. The 
scene is at night and the windows 
are lighted. In th« background afe 
trees and snow-capped hills. In the 
upper left-hand corner will appear a 
small red cross. 
The entire design 


is enclosed with a heavy red circle. 
The year is expressed in Roman nu- 
merals. 
The only other words on 


the seal are, "American Red_ Cross, 
Merry Christmas, Happy New Year." 
The corners of the seal, which will 
be square, are w-hite, thus giving the 
•effect of a. circular seal when it is 
affixed to letters and packages. 


"It is very important that 
every 


one bear in mind that the postofflce 
department will not -carry any letters 
bearing these seals or any other non- 
postage stamps upon the face of the 
letter. Red Cross Seals may and 
should be placed on the back of let- 
ters and packages.
